See. 2. And be it further enacted, That the supervision andcare of said bureau 
shall extend to all Joyal refugees and freedinen, $0 far as the same shall be neces 
sary to enable them as speedily as practicable t become self-supporting citizens 
of the United States, and to aid them in making the freedom conterred by procla- 
mation of the commander-in ehief, by eMmancl paplon under the laws of States, and 
by constitutional amendment, available to themfand beneticial to the republic. 


SEc. 3. And be wt fur her e ac'ed, That thefPresident shall, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, anpolnt two agsistant commissioners in addition

Src. 6. Whereas, by the provisions of an act Approved February sixth, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-three, entitled “ An act to awend an act entitled ‘ An act for 
the collection of direct taxes in insurrectionary districts within the United 
States, and for other purposes,’ approved June seventh, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two,"’ certain lands in the parishes of Saint Helena and Saint Luke, South 
Carolina, were bid in by the United States at public tax sales, and by the limita- 
tion of said act the time of redemption of said iands has expired; and whereas, 
in accordance with instructions issued by President Lincoln on the sixteenth day 
of September, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, to the United States direct tax 
commissioners for South Carolina, certain lands bid in by the United States in 
the parish of Saint Ifelena, in said State, were 1n part sold by the said tax com- 
missioners to ‘‘ heads of families of the African race,’ in varc2ls of not more than 
twenty acres to each purchaser; and whereas, under the said instructions, the 
said tax commissioners did also set apart as “school farms” certain parcels of 
land in said parish, numbered on their plats from one to thirty three, inclusive, 
making an aggregate of six thousand acres, more or less: Therefore, be vt further 
enacted, That the sales made to ‘' heads of families of the African race,” under 
the instructions of President [Lincoln to the United States direct tax commission- 
ers for South Carolina, of date of September sixteenth, erghtecn hundred and 
sixty-three, are hereby confirmed und established; and all leases which have 
been made to such ‘ heads of families,”’ by said direct tax commissioners, shal}

The Act to continue in force and to amend “ An Act to estab- 
lish a Bureau for the relief of Freedmen and Refugees, and for 
other purposes,” passed July 16, 1866, contemplates that when 
teachers for Freedmen’s Schools are provided by private benevo- 
lent associations of citizens, it shall be without cost to the Goy- 
ernment. 

- When teachers are so provided, and on application therefor 
made to the Commissioner by the duly authorized agent of the 
association employing them, transportation in kind will be fur- 
nished by this Bureau for such teachers from their homes to the 
nearest accessible point, by the established lines of communica- 
tion, to the place where it is designed they shall be employed. 

When the journey shall have been actually performed, 
and from causes beyond the control of the teacher, it is 
found impracticable to use the transportation orders furnished 
by this Bureau, the amount that such transportation would have 
cost the Government may be refunded on the surrender of the 
orders issued.

Hereafter school buildings will not be erected or repaired 
to any considerable extent at the expense of this Bureau, 
except upon sites secured by deed to trustees, or some indi- 
vidual party, for school purposes for Freedmen, or for 
children, irrespective of color, forever. 

In any exception to this rule, the party owning the 
building repaired shall give a bond securing the above use, 
or the building erected shall be placed on temporary piles 
(or piers), and not attached to the soil so as to become a 
part of the reality. 

When buildings for school purposes are built or repaired 
out of funds or material furnished by this Bureau, such 
funds or material will be accounted for by the proper ofh- 
cers of the Bureau.
